Cravey Opposes 
U.S. Supervision 
Of Insurance 


The tendency of the Federal 
Government to seek to regulate the 
insurance business is merely an- 
other manifestation of the grow- 
ing effort to supervise everything 
from Washington, Zack Cravey, 
Georgia Insurance Commissioner, 
yesterday told a regional meeting 
of the National Association of 
Casualty and Surety Agents in ses- 
sion at the Biltmore Hotel.

“For my part,” he said, “I will 
do everything in my power to re 
tain supervision of the insurance 
industry at the State level.”

Tax Revenue Record System 
‘Unsafe, City Auditors Say 


City auditors have branded a new record system in the 
‘City Tax Assessor’s office as “not an adequate safeguard 
for tax revenues and records.” 
| C. G. Robinson & Company has 
filed an exhaustive study after the 
‘first year’s operation of the new 
system and said the set-up re- 
‘quires excessive sorting of records, 
no pre-determined controls, un- 
‘satisfactory posting and collection 
'procedures, and lack of control 
‘over the digest sheet. 
| While criticizing portions of the 
System, the auditors suggested a 
series of technical changes which 


they said would make the system 
more workable with less likelihood 


of errors. 

An audit of tax returns against 
bills rendered showed errors which 
would have cost the City govern- 
ment $5,522.32 if not discovered, 
the report showed. A total of $337,- 
270 in net taxable returns was in- 
volved in the shrinkage, but more 
than 65,000 returns were recorded 
.for valuations of more than $200,- 
000,000.

A little black mongrel dog, shivering and confused, sat in a welter of old lumber and 
household goods yesterday on Highway 41 just outside Hapeville’s city limits.

He looked like his name might be “Butch.” 


Butch doesn’t know he’s a squatter... holding up progress of Atlanta’s new superhigh- 


way. 


He only knows he spent a long day and night alone guarding the remains of his only 


home. 

The planks and rafters sur- 
rounding Butch were pulled 
down by a Fulton County bull- 
dozer. An old tin lizzie, without 
tires, sitting by the side of the 
highway is a prop for bed- 
springs, washtubs, mattresses, 
teacups and the other parapher- 
nalia of a home. 

Butch’s master, Sign Painter 
G. D. (Preacher) Hill, Hill’s 
wife and three children had 
lived in the little shack by the 
side of Highway 41 for eight 


years. 

When the State Highway De- 
partment obtained condemnation 
of land needed for the south leg 
‘of the new expressway connect- 


ing with Highway 41, the Hills 
received a notice to vacate. 

“They're squatters,” Engineer 
Clifford Hendricks explained. 
“We gave them notice ’way back 
in January, then aagin and 
again. We’ve been as lenient as 
we know how. The owner has 
been paid, and we couldn’t ex- 
rear the time for the Hills to get 
out.” 

Neighbors of the Hills said 
“Preacher” “didn’t have much 
money ... couldn’t find a place 
to take his family. His wife was 
sick, you know.” 

Miss Edith Ruff, Principal of 
the Hapeville Elementary School 
which the Hill children attend, 
sighed, “It’s a tragedy. They’re 
such nice youngsters!” =

Graydon said his division has 
found five positive cases of rabies 
among the 1,110 stray dogs picked 
up in Atlanta this year. The 24 
positive cases discovered among 
dogs outside the City limits poses 
a new problem. 

Graydon said 890 of the 1,110 
strays have been destroyed since 
no owners claimed them, but that 
220 had been claimed by owners. 

“An infected dog can pass rabies 
to any other dog with which it 
comes in contact,” Graydon said.

The Government’s Central Institute of Statistics, which uses 
the cost of living in 1988 as 100, said the cost of living in Jan- 
uary, 1949, had reached 4,985, but in January, 1950, it dropped 
250 points to a post-war record low of 4,735. i 

During 1949 the cost of living continued its steady upward 
movement until April, when it touched its high of 5,052, Then 
it declined steadily.

Dixie Negroes Buying Power 
Of $3.5 Billion Stirs Business 


Three and a half billion dollars a year—that’s the present size of Negro buying power 


in the Southeast. 


Businessmen throughout the region are eyeing this market with increasing interest.

Nora Stirling Comes Up 
With Answer to Problem

With teen-agers posing a universal problem, New York 
City decided to do something about it. 

Not so much as a matter of going to bat for the prob- 
lem children, mind you, as for their harried parents, who 
view the situation with mounting alarm. 


Obviously the first thing to do 
was to educate the grown-ups 
in the different phases of ado- 
lescent confusion—that is, to ac- 
quaint them with the illusions, 
the inferiority complexes, and 
the maladjustments that beset 
their offspring. 


It was a former Atlantan, 
Nora Stirling. whe came up 
with the answer—a series of 
20-minute plays depicting the 
problems of teen-agers and 
how they can be solved. 


Nora, who will be remem- 
bered as the auburn-haired 
daughter of the late Dr. A. W. 
Stirling, well-known Atlanta ear, 
nose and throat specialist, col- 
jJaborated with the National 
Committee on Mental Hygiene 
and “the New York Committee 
on Mental Hygiene to produce 
these plays which the New York 
Times hails as a new idea in 
«dolescent and parent educa- 
tion. 

They are designed for ama- 
teur production by schools, PTA 
groups, etc., each play focusing 
attention on one problem, the 
issues of which are so dramat- 
ically presented that they are 
startlingly enlightening. |

Miss Stirling calls “Temper- 

ate Zone,” emphasizes the 

child’s need for love, under- 
standing, companionship and 
reasonable controls. It ex- 

Plores the emotional climates 

in which children thrive or 

merely exist. 
“Ins and Outs,” another play,

deals with the adolescent’s need 
to feel a part of the group. 

The purpose of her plays, ac- 
cording to Miss Stirling, is to 
bring about greater understand- 
ing and more harmonious hu- 
man relationships. Her serious- 
ness of purpose is revealed in 
her expressed belief that inter- 
national relationships, which she 
describes as only an extension 
of personal and family relation- 
ships, are in such dire need of 
improvement that anything one 
can do, no matter how small, is 
the biggest thing he can do. 

Miss Stirling’s playwriting 
was preceded by experience 
on the New York stage, and 
several highly successful sea- 

sons on the radio in a popular 
program called “Mary and 
Bob.”

“Do you suppose supersonic speeds predicted for the future will render present navi-

That thought-provoking question came from, believe it or not, a high school student, 
one of the 23 teen-age boys at Brown High who now discuss quite seriously such terms as 
wind drift, true course, magnetic course, sectional charts, radio direction finder and 


other aviation lingo. 


These air-minded boys are 
1uembers of the first aeronauti- 
cal course to be offered in the 
Atlanta school system. Three of 
them have definitely decided to 
make some form of aviation or 
aeronautics their life careers. 

“How glamarous!” is probab- 
ly a normal teen-ager’s first re- 
action, but that’s not how the 
students. themSelves are ap- 
proaching their careers. 

Their instructor, T. H. Ma- 
honey, was an Army pilot with 
the Air Transport Command 
during the war, and it would 
have been easy for him to turn

- 10,000 feet up in the air, 
upside down” exciting story. 

“But I’ve tried to debunk 
glamour in aviation, and make 
them realize they’re just tech- 
nicians,” Mahoney said earn- 
estly. ’ 

His success is evident. 

Don Sewell plans to major in 
aeronautical engineering at 
Georgia Tech to study ‘new sci- 
entific approaches to developing 
better sources of mechanical 
power for aircraft, which will 
make. private flying as common 
as auto driving.” 

Robert Wheeler, who has 
placed in several “nodel air- 
plane contests and found a part- 
time job in a hobby shop 
through his interes. in plane;, 
also plans to study aeronautical 
engineering at Tech. :

Cartography, the art of map- 
making, has attracted Malcolm 
Brown, an English boy now liv- 
ing in Atlanta. 

The comprehensive survey 
course was sponsored by the 
Civil Air Patrol, which fas pro- 
vided much of the material for 
classroom work. The CAA has 
provided sectional charts, cur- 
rent publications and reference 
books. An Eastern Air Lines

Australia has announced plans 
for service starting sometime next 
year, with stations scheduled for 
six major cities. : 

In this hemisphere, work is near 
completion on Brazil’s first station 
at Sao Paulo. The Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation has or- 
dered transmitters for that coun- 
try’s first stations, in Montreal 
and Toronto, due on the air by 
mid-1951. Stations may be on the 
air in Mexico and Havana before 
the year is out. : 

Several thousand television sets 
already are in use in Southern 
Canada, receiving programs from 
United States stations near the 
border.

The 
years 1828-29 not only saw this 
city come into being, but Rose 
Hill, the nucleus of a rich plan- 
tation settlement, and Wynnton, 
a community of handsome coun- 
try homes, both within a few 
miles of Columbus, were estab- 
lished.

PASTORAL POLICE ON JOB 


Georgia State Laboratory 


Assures High-Quality Seed 


By C. J. HULSEY 
Seed Analyst, Georgia State Department of Agriculture 

Georgia is no longer a dumping ground for seeds of 
inferior quality, thanks to the seed laws passed in 1941 at 
the insistence of Tom Linder, Georgia’s Agricultural Com- 
missioner, who also persuaded the State Legislature to 
provide funds for the establishment of a State seed labora- 
tory with a staff of skilled workers and inspectors. 


Ten inspectors now travel 
throughout the State taking sam- 
ples of agricultural, vegetable 
and forest seeds offered for sale 
to farmers and all licensed seed 
dealers. Their travels take them 
to cities and county seat towns 
and other localities where com- 
plaints have been made con- 
cerning the quality of seeds. 

These “pastoral policemen,” 
working under the able direction 
of A. D. Harris, have been in- 
structed to secure samples from 
every bag of seeds up to five in 
number. If the seedsman has a 
larger quantity of bags, the in- 
spector then must secure the 
samples from one out of every 
five bags or from 20 out of each 
100 bags so that a fair sampling 
can be assured. 

The samples are then placed 
in envelopes classified as to 
name, kind, place of origin, if 
known, and properly labeled 
with information useful to the 
analysts in the seed laboratory 
in Atlanta. 

This laboratory is under the 
direction of Dr. C.. Reynolds 
Clark, State Chemist. 

When these samples are re- 
ceived in our laboratory, we 
first separate them and weigh 
them for the purpose of deter- 
mining the percentage of pure 
seed content, the percentage of 
weed seeds, the percentage of 
seeds of other crops, and the 
amount of inert matter such as 
pebbles and sticks. 

We also take a count of nox- 
ious weed seeds in the sample, 
such as wild onion and vine 
weeds. 

To simplify and expedite this 
intricate task, which is done 
with the aid of powerful micro- 
scopes and very accurate scales, 
we also make use of the Ames 
power counter which allows an 
accurate count of the smaller 
seeds like clover and other 
legumes and small cereals like 
wheat, oats and rice; and fiber 
seeds such as cotton. 

For larger seeds such as corn, 
beans and peas we resort to an 
ingenious device which contains 
100 receptacles in rows of ten. 
Several handsful of such seed 
are scattered on the flat frame 


and a brisk shaking forces the | 


seeds into the receptacles so that 
the remainder may be brushed 
off. 

The next step in the testing 
system involves use of a mois- 
ture testing machine. Too much 


moisture, as every farmer or 
gardener realizes, will damage 
seeds so that they are not fit 
for planting. 

Our final testing takes place 
in a scientifically appointed ger- 
mination room. Here are many 
shelves where various seeds are 
carefully wrapped in absorbent 
paper and filed away for what- 
ever period of time is required 
for allowing them to germinate. 
This room is accurately con- 
trolled both for temperature and 
humidity. 

Frequently we are obliged to 
advise farmers or seedsmen to 
discard entire bags of seeds, but 
more often we are able to have 
them relabeled and sold accord- 
ing to the quality actually de- 
termined by our laboratory tests. 

Thus we are able to give the 
farmers and gardeners of Geor- 
gla proper protection against in- 
roads of poor quality seeds or 
seeds which are mixed with 
menacing weed seeds. We are 
often asked how to kill weeds. 
Mowing before they can go to 
seed, of course, is the most ef- 
fective method, but many effec- 
tive weed-killing chemicals are 
now being marketed.

Timely Topics for Today|

Sometime, between the wee smal! hours separating oe 
murky mists from Tuesday's crisp rising sun, the Vernal Equinox 
eased into Atlanta and found this humble devotee of horticulture 
hanging over the garden gate discussing with that patriarchal At- 
lanta seedsman and sage, Frank Everett, the kind of stuff it takes 
to make gardens more attractive to humans and less attractive 


to insects. 


The erudite Mr. Everett convinced me that the chemist has done 
wonders for city gardeners who no longer depend on horse or cow 
to keep plots fertile. Seedsmen now offer the correct proportions 
of nitrogen, phosphorous, potash and necessary minerals in sanitary 


sacks with refined labels. 


Comes the Vernal Equinox and we agree that it’s time to get 
the sack. Then our roving eyes fasten upon shelves full of pow- 
ders and liquids to dust or spray vegetation for the purpose of 
repelling canines, rodents, worms, moths, caterpillars, ants, aphids, 
weevils and other insects that irk us by chewing, a boring 
er blighting the fruits of our labors. 

Those. of us who had come to look upon rotenone as an all- 
purpose dust for both vegetables and flowers, now learn of saba- 
dilla powder. But if we are going to keep squash worms out of what 
otherwise may hecome a perfect food product, we must carefully 
put some powder by hand in each yellow blossom. 

Instead of crushing the bright yellow eggs of Japanese bean 
beetles by hand when we spy them on the underside of the young 
leaves, we may use a marvelous new insect killer hailed by the 
New York Botanical Garden as “the best yet.” Parathion is the 
nickname of this discovery which controls most insects and the 


troublesome nematodes besides. 


Among things I never knew until now is that a nematode is an 
eel-worm or threadlike parasite which lives in moist soil or decay- 
ing organic matter and raises havoc with plant roots and bulbs. It 
being a microscopic pest, I never expect to see one now that Joe 
Davis has moved away and taken his microscope with him, but this 
parathion spray should get the littlé fellow, especially when it finds 
parathion’s full name is DIETHYL PARANITROPHENYL THIO- 


PHOSPHATE. 


It is sold under many trade names and being a dangerous poison, 
must. be handled with great caution, especially when used as a 
fumigant. It can be used outdoors as a spray without a gas mask. 


A 15 percent wettable powder.is recommended, but let your seeds- | 


man or nurseryman advise you. 


Wettable DDT 50 percent solution is still known to be effective 
in discouraging such pests as the mimosa web worms which did so 
much damage to our mimosa trees last Summer. 

Now that leaves are budding and miscible oil sprays are no 
longer safe measures to take against scale insects on trees and 
shrubs, it is well to remember that Volck, a white oil spray can be 
used during the warm months. Add to a one-to-50 dilution a tea- 
spoonful of nicotine sulphate (Black Leaf 40) for each gallon. 

Chlordane is a liquid hailed as sure death for ants, grubs, grass- 
hoppers, mole crickets and army worms. Another welcome new- 
comer is lindane, said to be both a contact and stomach poison. This 
should prove a boon to the gardener wearied of pursuing a small 
but wary insect from stalk to stalk trying for a direct shot with 


a contact spray. 


Those who find no romance in digging up weeds by hand—and 
we don’t mean simply pulling off the tops—will welcome 2,4D 


weed killer with open arms. 


This deadly poison to broad-leaf 


weeds is nothing more nor less than an exercise in linguistic calis- 
thenics known as DICHLOROPHENOXYACETIC acid. When you 
put that tonsil-teaser in the spray for your lawn, get another sprayer 
for your flowers or vegetables, as 2,4D is often fatal to flowers. 
Fortunately the chill winds have discouraged an attempt at 
early planting. It’s wise to wait for warmer mornings. Remember 


the killing frost of last Easter.

fears and failures by throwing a hood over 
the face and calling, in the dead of night, 


on some defenseless citizen on the pretext 


that he has committed a “wrong.” That 
bolsters their own tumbling ego. 

Klansmen don’t fool anyone. Their 
character is revealed only too well. It is 
easy to appear brave when they are 20 to 
50 strong against a lone defenseless victim. 
But when the intended victim refuses to 
submit—when he grabs his rifle or shot- 
gun and scatters slugs in their direction 
these brave men of the Klan—unworthy 
of association in the same breath with 
Forrest and his men—turn in terrified, un- 
controllable flight. 

Georgians know all these things, and 
more, about the Klan. The rest of the 
nation might find them interesting and en- 
lightening. We hope the Committee will 
broadcast widely all the facts. 


Buford an Investment, Not an Expense 


It is with considerable concern that we 
note a House Subcommittee has reduced 
next year’s appropriation for Buford Dam 
from the one million proposed and the two 
million actually needed to only $400,000. 


The one million requested is the abso- 
lute minimum needed for the next fiscal 
year and was asked in full knowledge of 
the need for utmost economy. 


What the House must not be allowed 
to overlook is the fact that Buford is no 
ordinary flood control project of the kind 


on which millions upon millions have been 
spent in recent vears in other parts of the 
nation. The Buford Dam is vitally essen- 
tial for the assured water supply of At- 
lanta’s mushrooming population. 

As economy-minded Mayor Hartsfield 
has pointed out: “We can all ask for Bu- 
ford Dam with a clear conscience since 
the balance of the nation has already re- 
ceived much more than Georgia and since 
this dam is an investment which will pay 
rich returns, not only in the State, but also 
to the Federal Government.” 


Ai Heavy Price for Politics 


Gov. Talmadge’s reply to the Georgia 
Education Association obviously means 
that financing better schools will be de- 
layed until the regular session of the Leg- 
islature next January. 


The Governor, in answer to the GEA’s 
resolution asking more money for schools 
by the beginning of the session starting 
next September, said he plans to place 
the Minimum Foundation Program into 


_ operation “durigg the coming school year, 


God willing.” 


The State treasury is having difficulty 
digging up money to meet school expenses 
now. The increased taxes voted at last 
Summer’s special session are failing to 
produce the anticipated amount of reve- 
nue. Financing now is on a month-to- 
month basis. 

What the teachers wanted, and what 
the public largely has been expecting, is 
another special session after the June pri- 
mary. The Governor now makes it clear 
he has no present intention of calling an- 
other special session. He insists there is 
no crisis. : 

With the schools closed for three

months this Suramer it may be possible 
for the State Treasury to build up suffi- 


. cient reserve to carry through until new 


funds are available. At best, however, that 
will leave the schools in a precarious situ-/ 
ation. There will be anxious weeks and 
perhaps months beginning perhaps about 
Nov. 1. It will take time for a revised 
tax structure to produce results. And a 
complete revision is what the taxpayers 
and voters have a right to expect. 

It is more important than ever that the 
Governor exercise the best leadership of 
which he is capable to insure passage of a 
sensible tax revision program. For even 


if he is able to escape extreme financial 


difficulties early in the school term, the 


situation obviously will be acute by the 
time the General Assembly convenes. 
There will be great pressure to perform 
another patchwork job on taxes, provid- 
ing quick but temporary relief. That is 
the danger of the delay. 

It is deplorable that the situation could 
not have been met at the last session. Poli- 
tics, based on apathy and shortsightedness 
of the voters, has exacted a heavy price in 
Georgia. 


Can Talmadge Eliminate Hamilton? 


When he placed Sims Garrett in the race for State Treasurer, Gov. Herman Talmadge entered a 
bid to do something that his father was unable to do—sponsor a candidate to beat someone in another 
race. The late Gov. Gene Talmadge failed to beat Public Service Commissioner Walter McDonald 
with Tobe Daniel, and he failed to elect Charlie Redwine as Governor. 


The younger Talmadge has had the Legisla- 
ture beat Hamilton on two important pieces of 
business. He took away Hamilton’s control over 
State deposits in banks and also over the housing 
program. Confident of re-election this Summer, 


Talmadge is now seeking to have the people fol- 
low the Legislature’s example and entirely elimi- 
nate Hamilton, who has held office since 1932. 


The present Talmadge will have this ad- 
vantage: Hamilton doesn’t have the united 
support of anti-Talmadge people. While he 
was a leader among the friends of former 
Acting Gov. Thompson, he doesn’t stand in 
well with closer friends of former Gov. 
Arnall. His office hours are a constant sub- 
ject of criticism for this high-paying job. 
Garrett, likable but lightweight, thinks he 
can pick up anti-Talmadge strength since he 
has been in the campaign headquarters of 
Arnall and Gubernatorial Candidate Jimmy 
Carmichael. However, when the Talmadge 
forces said they would bring out a “strong 
candidate,” the name of a more widely known 
person than Garrett was mentioned. 


TODAY’S NEWS says that Adj. Gen. Ernie 
Vandiver is thinking about running for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. Gov. Talmadge and Lt.-Gov. Mar- 
vin Griffin have been rather strange bedfellows. 
Since a President and a Vice President are elected 
on the same ticket, and since Talmadge and Grif- 
fin were elected on the same platform, the Gov- 
ernor could with good grace give his indorsement 
to a candidate for Lieutenant-Governor where, in 


~ the case of picking State officeholders, he would 


appear dictatorial. Vandiver is related to the 
Russells and managed Talmadge’s 1948 campaign. 
Whether Talmadge would dare hreak with Grif- 
fin openly in a campaign is another question.

British Failed 
TEL AVIV—After we had had a look at the 
Israeli army training camp, with its most im- 
pressive methods and discipline which are turn- 
ing out a fine-looking, smart, well-instructed soldier, we went into 
the small club for officers. 

There, sitting about a table on which were tea and cakes, we 
talked about wars and armies. It so happened that of the half 
dozen officers present, from the Colonel commanding on down, 
every one had served at some time in the British army. 

The drili I had seen had been British. I asked Col. Mordecai 
Aksamite, commanding, how much of it was British. 

“The basis,” he said, “because it is not a bad system and also 
it is what we know best. But it is by no means all British, We 
have borrowed from the Americans and the French. Also, we 
have made our own Israeli discoveries and applied them so as to 
care for our own -terrain and specific problems.” 

“What is American?” I asked. 

“The bayonet practice,” he said. “The British methods are for 
mass use and are cold. Bayonet fighting is hot and man to man. 
When a soldier comes to use a bayonet he is hot and he is after one 
particular man, The American method more nearly suits our 
personality. So we have adopted it entirely.” 


* 9s One hears here many stories about the stupidity of 
Stupidity the British rule. I had seen some of it here four 
years ago. 

“Colonel,” I said, “what was wrong with the British methods 
from your viewpoint?” 

“Well,” he said, “we wanted our country and they didn’t want 
us to have it. That is the basic thing which was wrong. But I 
know what you mean. It was that in dealing with Colonials the 
British always made them feel a second-rate man. I was 10 years 
in the British army. I was a Commando group of Palestinians in 
the last war. But because I was from Palestine I was not paid 
as much as British soldiers of the same rank. Our mess was not 
the same. I could not live on my major’s pay. A British major 
could. It was so of all Colonials, the Indians, Ceylonese and so on. 
That did not make me happy. Once, in the desert with this Com- 
mando unit, my men needed boots. Those they had were worn out. 
I went to the supply office. It meant nothing to him, but when I 
asked him for an issue of boots for my men he sneered and said, 
‘Don't tell me that Palestinians who go about barefooted all the 
time need boots to wear.’ In hundreds of little ways they sought 
to make.a man feel inferior. I do not hate the British. .I never did. 
I have many British friends and individually they are fine people. 
But here they were lost rrom the moment they tried to use terror 
and force against a people who believed themselves morally right 
and who were weary of years of being treated as secondary citizens.” 


Pp l The story of British rule here is one of the tragic puzzles 
UZZiC of history. The time came when, with thousands of 
soldiers, several thousands of police and agents, they were helpless 
in the face of a people determined to be free. The British also 
worked their way into such a position that even when the terrorists 
began to retaliate against them they were helpless to fight back and 
were made to deliver themselves into the hands of the terrorists. 
The British began to flog captives. When the terrorists flogged a 
British officer the British ceased flogging. The British hanged some 
terrorists, or men accused of it. The terrorists hanged two British 
soldiers.. The British quit hanging terrorists. The terrorists knew 
they had won. 

The time came, as near as one can figure it out from all the 
stories told, when almost every Palestinian was a volunteer agent 
against the British and an active participant with the resistance 
movement. One of the prize stories concerns two men who were 
greatly trusted by the British as Palestinian informers. These men 
were protected, often elaborately. They were transported in 
armored cars when they had to be taken through dangerous parts 
of the city. These informers were present at British parties and 
a against the Jews and fawned on the Arab notables 
present. 


‘Li « It was they—with orders—who kept urging the British to 
MC pull out. Their line was that once the British pulled out 
the Jewish terrorist organizations would fight each other and the 
Arab armies would be able to walk in, making it necessary for the 
British to come back and take over to restore order. 

Whatever the reason, and of course there were many other pres- 
sures, the British did depart. 

The Jewish population, which had looked forward eagerly to 
killing the two notorious informers, were literally dumfounded 
and agape to see the two marching in the front ranks of one of the 
most active terrorist organizations. They had been members all 
the while and had fed information to it.

Arab terrorists and the Arab Legion were unofficially aided 
against the Jewish fighters. Beside one ruined building on the 
Jerusalem road out of Tel Aviv there is a memorial to seven men 
who, defending the building, were disarmed by the British. An hour 
later their throats were cut by Arab soldiers. The British had 
acted to “keep order along the road.” 

These stories persist. Relations continue to improve with the 
British. The Middle East must have peace and Britain wants it 
to have peace. But there can be no peace without participation 
Jordan is eager to make peace because Jordan is almost 
bankrupt. Peace, not war, should come. But old wounds give 
Israel the will and the courage to build and endure and sacrifice.

A Job for a Genius 


WASHINGTON—If President Truman approves a proposal 
which has now been submitted to him, the Help Wanted sign will 


soon be out for a genius. It will require a genius to fill the job 
the new plan will create. For the job involves a complete redirec- 
tion of American economic policy in line with Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson’s doctrine of “total diplomacy.” 

The new plan is one of the first fruits of the over-all review of 
American policy on which Sec. Acheson and his chief subordinates 
have been engaged ever since President Truman announced his 


decision to go ahead with the hydrogen bomb. 
p h “The United States,” one of those engaged in the policy 
unc review has remarked, “is rather like Primo Carnera. 
Carnera was always bigger and stronger than any of his opponents. 
But he was slow and clumsy and without co-ordination. A straight 
punch from Carnera would knock any man cold. But he never 
succeeded in landing anything but glancing blows. That’s our 
trouble.” 

Acheson and his planners concluded that if Carnera-like defeats 
in the cold war were to be prevented, “total diplomacy” was re- 
quired, with the American Government capable of acting quickly, 
flexibly and with authority. The question was how to achieve this 
clearly desirable end. The State Department’s first proposal was 
that the authority of the National Security Council should be 
greatly expanded. 

The NSC is now essentially a necessary common meeting ground 
—or more often, these days, a battleground—for the State and De- 
fense Departments. The original State Department idea was that 
the NSC should be transformed into a sort of American Politburo, 
or high command for fighting the cold war, not only in its strategic 
but also in its immensely ramified economic aspects. Every major 
action of the American Government, at home and abroad, was to 
be weighed by the NSC in the light of its impact on the cold war. 
Thus “total diplomacy” was to be achieved. 


P] ans This proposal was submitted to the Budget Bureau. The 
7 Budget Bureau oppe@ed it, on the sound grounds that the 
NSC was not created to exercise this sort of authority. All the 
members of the Cabinet, it was pointed out, except the Attorney 
General, would simply wear different hats as members of the NSC. 
Authority would thus be as diffuse as ever, and moreover the 
essential strategic function of the NSC would be weakened. 

A new proposal calls for leaving the political-strategic responsi- 
bility in the NSC, while creating an entirely new organization to 
deal with the whole range of American economic policy wherever 
it impinges on the world struggle. The new organization would 
be headed by a man of sufficient stature to exercise independent 
authority in the name of the President 


Sco e The scope of the ta nvisaged in this plan is down- 
Pp right breath-taking. he new organization would be 
wee 6 first with evolving a coherent over-all world economic 
policy. 

Once an over-all policy was evolved, the new organization would 
have to wrestle with a whole series of problems which have been 
conveniently shoved under the rug—the post-Marshall Plan dollar 
gap, the British sterling balances, American tariff and import pol- 
icy, the Middle Eastern oil problem, American shipping and Ameri- 
can agricultural surpluses, to name only a few. Dealing intelli- 
gently with any of these problems requires stepping hard on all 
sorts of politically important toes. Obviously a genius of sorts would 
be required as head of the new organization, to deal with the violent 
resistance which would surely be forthcoming not only in Congress 
but within the administration itself. 

Geniuses are rare in government these days. And even a genius 
will be helpless so long as business-as-usual continues to be the 
theme song of the Truman administration. But the mere fact that 


the proposal outlined above is being seriously considered suggests’ 


that business-as-usual may be coming to an end. At least ideas are 
beginning to germinate in what has been a desert of inertia.

One Tax Return 


Editor Constitution: It appears to be more 
than probable that we will have an extra session 
of the Legislature this Summer for purposes of 
increasing taxes, also that there are many Geor- 
gians who pay taxes to Uncle Sam but do not 
pay income taxes to Georgia. It is also true 
that making income tax reports on two different 
forms is annoyimg. 

According to a recent editorial Georgians paid 
taxes to Uncle Sam in sum of $403,063,023.80 and 
to State of Georgia $26,998,575.50, approximately 
6.7 percent as much as to United States. 

It occurs to me that it would be most simple 
if, in considering taxes, the law was changed 
to require our citizens to file with the State a 
copy of returns to United States and to pay as 
Georgia tax a certain percentage thereof, in lieu 
of separate filing. If the United States taxes are 
fairly based the State taxes would be likewise, 
with the added merit that by merely varying the 


‘percentage from time to time the State could be

and fished awhile and then in disgust had tossed 
his pole into the water and that the sharp pole 
would be sticking up there to spear you. There 
were always stories around the country about 
men who had dived in the river where some- 
body foolishly had thrown a fishing pole. But 
you went in deep and no spear stuck you and 
you felt the tug of the current carrying you,’ and 
you would open your eyes under the muddy 
water and come slowly to the top, coming up 
from darkness to gold and then to bright yellow 
and bursting wut into the light, with the good 
taste of the muddy river in your mouth. Then 
you’d loaf with the current lazily until it tum- 
bled you out onto a sandbar far below and 
you’d rest there until you felt like swimming 
back upstream to the rock again. : 

Country boys learned a funny stroke they 
called the double lick, which was a kind of 


used to swim when I was a boy. There never was a 
unshine, fishing for catfish. There were big cats 


breast stroke. It was nothing but a series of 
lunges through the water, arms and legs thrust- 
ing hard together, like a bullfrog swimming, 
and you could swim upstream with this stroke, 
even though every time you went two feet up- 
river the current carried you back a foot. 


The first time I ever saw anybody swim 


I got to know this river well and I want to 
see if it still reflects the personalities of my two 
grandfathers. Above the bridge was the land 
of my Grandfather Martin, and here the river 
wandered where it wished, and when a tree fell 
in the river and threatened to cause it to change 
its course (it was a little river and a big tree 
could nearly dam it), he just let river and tree 
alone. He was a great man to read books, and 
play fiddles, and talk with folks, and he did not 
believe in interfering too much with the work 
of the Lord. Below the bridge was the land of 
my Grandfather Harber, and he was a different 
sort of man, He didn’t play the fiddle or read 
anything except the Bible, at night after work 
was done, and he liked for everything on his 
farm, even the river, to be neat and shipshape. 
So when it was too wet to plow he would send 
his plowhands with axes and saws down to the 
river to clear out the fallen tre.. so the river 
would run straight and true through his farm 
and not zigzag off, eating its banks away and 
washing his good bottom land away and deposit- 
ing it over on Miss Hattie Brock’s side of the 
river. He didn’t want it eating Miss Hattie’s 
land away and depositing it over on his side, 
either, for he was a fair and just man. He just 
wanted all boundaries of his land, fences and 
rivers alike, to run where the old surveys said 
they should run. 

And whether I was visiting one or the other, 
it was all right. For above the bridge I could 
loaf in the river all day, and below the bridge 
I could work in the river all day and, to a small 
boy, one was as much fun as the other.

You hear all these things about the articu- 
late, balding man who will come to Atlanta 
tomorrow night to speak at the Municipal 
Auditorium under the auspices of the Atlanta 
League of Women Voters. The League does 
not sponsor many speakers and this is one 
of the few cities Lilienthal will speak while 
on a limited lecture tour. 


Since the beginning of his days. of public 
life, Lilienthal has seemed to pop up in contro- 
versial jobs, where not only his service to them, 
but the whole conception of their purpose has 
been a red flag in the eyes of warring ideologies 
in the nation. 

When Lilienthal was selected to head the 
explosive Atomic Energy Commission in 1946, 
conservatives and anti-Administration leaders 
screamed for a man of less controversy, like a 
retired general “whose patriotism could not be 
challenged,” and the more zealous antagonists 
searched the Lilienthal woodpile for leftish 
friends. 

In February, 1947, after Sen. Kenneth D. Mc- 
Kellar, his old-time political enemy from Ten- 
. nessee had badgered him in a hearing of the 
Joint Congressional Committee about his knowl- 
edge of production costs of ammonium nitrate, 
Lilienthal protested he did not carry the figures 
in his head. McKellar’s next sarcastic question, 
“Well, what are your convictions on the Com- 
munist Doctrine,” brought out an unrehearsed 
statement for democracy that has made conver-

sations, columns and conjectures ever since. 


When he resigned, not long ago, as head of 
the AEC, “to more freely speak his mind 
on public issues,’ The New York Times 
said: “He is an idealist who can administrate, 
a grass-roots democrat who can understand 
scientific facts and formulas, a humanitarian 
and lover of peace who resolutely faced up 

to the duty of producing and guarding man’s 
most horrible weapon of war...” 


Since then Lilienthal has published a book, 
“This I Do Believe,” telling of the important 
place of criticism in democracy, discussing free- 
aum in the world of war, talking of the hazards 
and necessities of public service. 

His. last paragraph is a classic: 

“The kind of American development I have 
outlined will depend upon all of us. It will de 
pend on our thinking and uttering, almost lov- 
ingly, words that speak of pine and cedar, of 
streams and turbines, of aircraft factories and 
steel billets; of coal and copper ore; of red clay, 
black loam and fields of wheat, wave after wave; 
of river barges ana electric power lines; of con- 
struction workers and miners, woodsmen and 
farmers, doctors and teachers ... of things and 
of people. The outcome turns upon whether ours 
is a static nation resting on its laurels, holding 
fearfully to what we have or a land which for- 
ever renews its youth by magnificent dreams 
and noble plans turned into great deeds.” 


Progress in Medical Care 


If today is an average one for Georgia, 155,000 of her citizens are inactive 
because of illness. One-third of the population is sick at least once during a year. 
Of this third, 27 percent will need hospitalization for an average of 19 days, or a 
rate of 745 hospital days per 1,000 population (including mental and tuberculosis).

These figures, based on nation-wide studies, give an indication of the medical 
Furthermore, according to the latest studies, 52 


percent of the people of any given area will be disabled one or more days and the average person 
will lose seven days a year through sickness or accident. 


Putting a finger on medical need is diffi- 
cult at best, but all indices have shown that 
for years the Southern area of the United 
States has been far below U. S. standards of 
adequacy. This, of course, has been due to 
the relatively low income, the extensive rural 
areas and the large Negro population. With 
Southern States, particularly Georgia, spend- 
ing more and more on health services and 
with the aid of Federal funds, the Southland 
is coming closer and closer te a parity with 
the rest of the nation. 


Georgia, with a vast hospital and health cen- 
ter construction program under way, is slightly 
ahead of her sister Dixie States in health ad- 
vances. Measuring media are persons under 
medical care, percent of births hospitalized, mor- 
tality rates, etc. 

But Georgia, with her new hospitals, still faces 
a problem of getting more doctors in rural areas. 
Five counties have no doctors in private practice 
and 10 counties have only one. 

The Federal Government has a large stake in 
advancement of Georgia health. During the year 
1949 the U. S. distributed slightly under $5,000,- 
000 in Georgia for health purposes. To be exact, 
the figure for last year was $4,832,144. This in- 
cludes such items as $825,622 for the VD pro- 
gram, $250,829 for the tuberculosis program and 
$2,791,307 for Hill-Burton Hospital Construction 
during the 1948-49 fiscal year. 

Georgia now is engaged in a $70,000,000 hos- 
— and health center construction program. 

ospitals are going up all over the State. 

In fact, the rate of construction has given 
cause for fear the new facilities will outrun the 
supply of trained personnel to operate them. Last 
week the State Hospital Advisory Council met 
in Atlanta. This body is set up to advise in opera- 
tion of the Hill-Burton program in Georgia. One 
of the items referred to an Executive Committee 
of the Council was whether to concentrate more 


e . 


and more on regional hospitals rather than con- 
tinuing the construction of smaller facilities. 

Seven new hospitals already have been com- 
pleted in the State under the Hill-Burton pro- 
gram. Five existing facilities have been enlarged 
or have received new equipment. Twenty-two new 
hospitals are in various stages of planning or 
construction. Fifteen new health centers have 
been built in Georgia, and 16 more are in blue- 
print or construction stages. 

This vast construction program will change 
the complexion of medical care in this State. 
The program already under way will be a long 
step toward making up Georgia’s deficit in hos- 
pital beds. At the start of the program, Georgia 
had approximately 7,000 approved general hos- 
pital beds. This represented approximately 50 
percent of the need, based on a U. S. standard of 
fogs beds per 1,000 of population. 


It is hoped that the new hospitals will 
attract more doctors to rural areas. In 1947, 
48 percent of the State’s practicing physicians 
were in the five metropolitan counties of 
Georgia, which contained only 30 percent of 
the State’s population. The young medical 
graduates were settling in metropolitan areas. 
Approximately 60 percent of the physicians 
in isolated rural counties were 55 years of 
age and over, only 33 percent in metropolitan 
areas were of this age bracket. 


Some States—notably Mississippi — have 
launched loan and scholarship programs to in- 
crease the number of doctors in rural areas. A 
national bill incorporating aid to medical schools 
and loans to students pledged to practice in rural 
areas has been introduced in Congress by Rep. 
Don Wheeler, of Georgia’s Eighth District. . 

The South has a long way to go in many 
fields—the ratio of doctors in urban and rural 
areas is part of a national problem—but in the 
general field of health advanement, Georgia and 
Dixie are rapidly coming to the fore,

Farm Support Cost 
Small, Wheeler Says 


WASHINGTON—In answer to those who com- 
plain that a large part of the Federal deficit may 
be attributed to the Government farm price sup- 

port program adopted during the early days of the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration, Rep. Don Wheeler, of Alma, has produced an interest- 
ing set of figures showing the relatively small cost of the great 
operation over the 16 years it has been in effect. 

From official sources he has obtained figures revealing that the 
total cost of the program from 1933 through 1949, measured in the 
actual losses suffered by the Government, was only approximately 
$800,000,000. “Breaking that down on a yearly basis,” explained 
Mr. Wheeler, “we find that the cost to the Government has been 
about $50,000,000 a year for the whole agricultural price support 
program—a small price to pay for the highly beneficial results 
achieved.” 

But if you make allowance for the loss suffered in the price 
support of potatoes, which was intended as a wartime emergency 
to stimulate food production, then the cost of the program was 
much less, Wheeler said. According to the figures given him, five- 
eighths of the total loss has been charged off to potatoes alone. 
This leaves a total loss over the 16-year period on all other farm 
commodities of $300,000,000, or approximately $12,500,000 a year. 

“Considering the great benefits to American agriculture from 
the far-sighted program, who can say that this has been a wasteful 


operation?” asked the Alma Congressman. 
Georgia veterans are up in arms over a recent 


Vet P rotest decision of the Veterans’ Administration to close 
the medical clinics which heretofore have been operated at Macon, 
Columbus and Savannah. In an effort to have the decision re- 
scinded, a large delegation of State veterans, headed by Sheriff 
William C. Harris, of Chatham County, came to Washington during 
the past week to protest the VA action. 

Rep. Prince Preston, of Statesboro, arranged a meeting for the 
group with Deputy Administrator Omer W. Clark, of the VA, to 
hear appeals for reopening of the three clincs. Four other Georgia 
delegation members accompanied the group at the conference, in- 
cluding Rep. Carl Vinson, of Milledgeville; Rep. Eugene Cox, of 
nares Rep. Henderson Lanham, of Rome, and Rep. Don Wheeler, 
of Alma. 

Deputy Administrator Clark promised the Georgians that he 
would look into the matter. He explained the Administration 
was forced to move for economy reasons. Veterans of the State 
complained that closing of the clinics will work a hardship on 
their members by requiring them to go to Atlanta for preliminary 
examinations and the adjustment of claims which have been han- 
dled at the Macon, Columbus and Savannah clinics. Others in 
the group coming to Washington for the conference included 
Mayor Pro Tem, Peter Nugent, of Savannah; Police Commissioner 
Sanford Butler, of Savannah; Fred Leister, of Macon, together with 


representatives of Gov. Herman Talmadge. 

Tax Cuts Rep. Sydney Camp, of Newnan, a high-ranking mem- 
. ber of the important House Ways and Means Com- 

mittee, thinks that many people should be warned against being 

too hopeful about the scope of excise tax cuts to be recommended 

in the new tax revision bill the Committee is now writing. 

“Too many people have the idea that we are going to wipe out 
or reduce all existing excise taxes,” he said. “That is not the case. 
Few people realize, perhaps, that the Government now collects 
some $8,000,000,000 annually from excise taxes. We could not re- 
peal all of these taxes without making too great a dent in Federal 
revenues. What the Committee is tackling principally is the 
increase in excise taxes imposed during the war in 1942. We are 
tryimg to reduce these by approximately $1,100,000,000. But the 
problem is to find substitutes to make up for the loss in revenue 
resulting from any lowering or elimination of some of the most 
objectionable of the excise taxes. We cannot wipe out or lower 
them all.” : 

The Committee has closed public hearings on the bill and is 
now holding~conferences on various items to go in the measure. 

: No announcement has been made of it yet, 
Advisor Woodruff 31°. Roser: w. Woodruff, of Atlanta, head 
of Georgia’s famed Coca-Cola Company, has been invited to become 
a member on an important businessmen’s advisory group to consult 
with the State Department on matters of policy. Mr. Woodruff 
was in Washington the other day conferring with Undersecretary 
of State James Webb over the appointment. Others who will be 
invited to become members of the advisory group will include 


some of the nation’s outstanding business leaders. 

The House Armed Services Committee, headed 
Albany Depot by Georgia’s Rep. Carl Vinson, of Milledgeville. 
has agreed on an item in a new armed services construction bill 
authorizing an expenditure of $25,000,000 for building warehouse 
storage facilities for the:-Marine Corps at Albany, Ga. It will be 
one of the biggest projects of its kind ever approved for a Geor- 
gia city. 

Rep. Eugene Cox, of Camilla, in whose district the project will 
be located and who had had a hand in the approval of the item, 
says Albany was selected because of the advantages it offers in rail- 
way and highway facilities.’ Marine Corp officials ultimately 
plan to store millions of dollars’ worth of supplies at the Albany 
depot, with a sizable force of personnel assigned to the city for 


servicing the warehouses. 

: It is supposed to be a secret until the affair 
Georgia Table comes off, but Georgians will be in for a sur- 
prise at the unique exhibit planned for the State at the big ban- 
quet being arranged by the Women’s National Democratic Club in 
Washington on April 12. Each State is being invited to take one 
or more tables, which are to be decorated with a miniature of out- 
standing industry or enterprise associated with the State. The 
Georgia table will be decorated with a replica of the Cloister Hotel 
on the State’s nationally famous Sea Island resort. 

But that isn’t all. Shown leaving the Cloister will be two very 
important people—none other than the “Veep” and his recent 
bride, Vice President and Mrs. Alben Barkley, who spent their 
honeymoon at Sea Island after their marriage late in the Fall. 
The Vips will be labeled the Veep and Veepess, as they are popu- 
larly known in Washington. Mrs. D. A: Hanes, now a Washington 
resident but formerly of Milledgeville, will be in charge of the 
Georgia table, assisted by Mrs. Walter F. George, wife of the senior 


Senator, and other women from the State. 
Bonus To correct injustices in various forms of bonus legisla- 
tion offered in Congress, Rep. Don Wheeler, of the Eighth 
Georgia District,‘has just introduced a new bill on the subject 
which embodies one of the most constructive thoughts yet advanced 
in connection with the bonus. Since the war many veterans have 
taken advantage of the benefits offered under the veterans’ educa- 
tional and training program passed by Congress, while others have 
preferred to go out on their own in gainful employment. Those 
benefits have amounted in the maximum to $1,440 a year for 
a period of 48 months. : 

What the Wheeler bill proposes is that in the payment of a bonus 
veterans would receive $80 in bonds for each unused month of 
educational or vocational training to which they were entitled under 
the program. Reasoning back of the bill is that those who have 
taken advantage of the benefits have already received a good part 
of any bonus coming to them, while the others have received noth- 
ing. To treat them all alike would be equivalent to paying some 
far more than others. 

As a World War II veteran himself, Rep. Wheeler thinks his 
proposal is entirely fair. 1t would represent a considerable saving 
over some of the haywire bonus schemes proposed.

State, meanwhile, paid 58.8 mil- 
lion into the Tennessee treas- 
ury in 1939 compared with 223 
million last year. 

Pouder’s compilations show, 
in addition, that the Federal 
Government spent only nine 
billion dollars in 1939 in con- 
trast to more than 40 billions 
last year. Its receipts mounted 
from five to more than 38 bil- 
lion over the 10-year span. 


REASONS — The Taxpayers’ 
Association, which also func- 
tions in Arkansas, Florida, 
North Carolina and Kentucky, 
among the Southern States, 
points out: 

“The three largest expendi- 
tures of most State Govern- 
ments are for schools, roads 
and welfare purposes.” 

With this statement, Pouder 
explains the wherefores of in- 
creasing cost of government and, 
therefore, mounting tax levies. 

A trend toward centralization 
of government also is pointed up 
in these words contained in 
Pouder’s latest report: 


“Cities and counties are los- 
ing authority to State govern- 
ments, and the Federal Gov- 
ernment continues to encroach 
upon duties traditionally re- 
garded as belonging to the 
States.” 


Pouder’s figures explain that 
you paid about 65 percent of all 
your taxes to your local (city- 
county) government in 1916 and 
only 23.27 percent to the U. S. 
Treasury. But not in 1948. You 
forked over 74.93 percent of 
your tax payments to Uncle 
Sam then, and handed the local 
government only 12.43 percent of 
the money.

TVA’s ability to func- 
tion so successfully he attributes 
to the fact that it is run inde- 
pendent of the Government. 

By the same token, he sees a 
threat to our leadership in 
atomic science, both in weapons 
and in nonmilitary fields,_ be- 
cause it is in the hands of a 
Federal agency. This makes it 
subject to the whims of Con- 
gress and “a bewildering con- 
fusion of functions is _ intro- 
duced,” says Lilienthal. “Such a 
condition will inevitably break 
the back of the atomic energy 
enterprise of this country,” he 
states. 

America has what it takes to 
stay ahead of Russia in the 
atomic research development, 
but, according to Lilienthal, “it 
will take the American first 
team to do it, and it will take 
conditions in the Federal Gov-

There are some newsmen, 
somewhat noxious; Kathy Clive, 
who is in the diplomatic game, 
but doesn’t like to abide by its 
rules; Azerbaijanians and Kurds 
in Iran, where the investigation 
leads us; and finally, Parliamen- 
tarians, for and against, back\in 
London, when the = situation 
blows up in a dramatic, tense 
climax in which politics, policy 
and love all vie fiercely for the 
reader’s attention. 


At moments the conversation 
seems a little staid, and the 
characters do not always breathe 
with the breath of life. But for 
a 630-page novel, a lot of the 
talk is surprisingly good, and 
this is after all not so much a 
story of people as of a situation. 
The pattern is formal and tradi- 
tional, the content just the op- 
posite. It’s new wine in an old 
bottle, and a good stiff drink.

JUVENILES 


The latest item falling under 
the general heading of Geor- 
giana is, to say the least, some- 
what removed from the “red old 
hills,” both in space and time— 
and even authorship, because 
the writer has been practicing 
his profession in places removed 
for some years. 

The book is a lively biography 
of Casanova, and the author is 
James Stuart Montgomery, born, 
reared and éducated in this 
State. 


Best known aS a great lover, 
Casanova also possessed talents 
as a cleric,: soldier, financier, 
professional gambler, profession- 
al spy and man of letters. In his 
life are found all the elements of 
the picaresque novel at its best 
and Montgomery makes the 
most of these, with the result 
that his book combines the en- 
tertainment of fiction with the 
scholarship of history and biog- 
raphy, 

An extract from this book 
will serve to reveal the author’s 
style and point of view. In ap- 
praising Casanova, Montgomery 
writes: 


“ ,.. The world has not been 
kind to the memory of this man, 
who, out of the ruins of a mis- 
spent life, built a deathless work 
of literature. The evil that he 
did, he freely confessed, and as 
an evil man he is remembered. 
The better side of his character 
has been largely ignored ... 
Few men have been more truly 
chivalrous, and few have suf- 
fered more for that chivalry ... 
Among his many faults he lack- 
ed the quality of meanness. 
There was nothing small about 
our Casanova. His sins were on 
the same grand scale as his great 
body. His virtues, if few, were 
of equally magnificent propor- 
tion. And for this, those who 
knew him best loved him.” 

In his preface, Montgomery 
reveals his honesty and light 
touch—a combination which 
makes for readability and relia- 
bility in works of nonfiction. 

“Biographers,” he writes, “for 
the most part are of necessity 
light-fingered gentry, each steal- 
ing from his predecessors the 
fruits of their thefts. The lar- 
cenies, both petty and grand, 
which I have committed while 
writing this tale of Casanova 
are sO numerous that the names 
of many of my involuntary co)- 
laborators escape my memory.” 

The author of “The Incredible 
Casanova” was born in Rome, 
Ga., and is a member of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia’s class of 
1909. He also studied at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, served 
with distinction in World War I 
(he was awarded the Purple 
Heart), and during World War 
II, was a captain in the Air 
Corps. He has for many years 
been in the advertising business 
and at present is copy chief of 
the Neal D. Ivey Advertising 
Company in Philadelphia. 
Among his previous books, “The 
Virtue of This Jest” was a Book 
League selection and “Tall Men” 


a Literary Guild choice.

THE CARDINAL, by Henry Morton Robinson; Simon and Schuster; 580 pages; paper $1,

Stephen Fermoyle, Boston-born son of a streetear motorman, received the call to the 
priesthood early in life. At the age of 15 he knew that his vocation would be spent in the 
service of God. This novel, through a series of episodes in his life, traces Stephen's 
step-by-step career from his ordination until he becomes a Cardinal, a Prince in the 


Roman Catholic Church. 
The story of Stephen Fer- 
moyle does not parallel that of 


an ordinary Catholic priest. In 
the first place, Stephen was 
of a brilliant mind, an 
intellect that was sharpened and 
developed through the arduous 
classical study required to be- 
come a Catholic priest. Imbued 
with a religious fervor and fa- 
vored for his brilliance, Stephen 
never lost sight of his humble 
beginnings and his dedication to 
the religious life. 


The author of “The Cardi- 
nal” is a Catholic, consequently 
religious authenticity is the key- 
note. The story is of our times, 
opening during World ‘Var 1 
and covering the period before 
the outbreak of the Second 
World War. The scene shifts 
from Boston and New England, 
where Stephen. started his ca- 
reer in the priesthood, to Rome, 
where he becomes a Vatican 
worker; Washington, D. C.,; and 
New York. 

All these moves mark steps 
in the rise of Stephen Fermoyle, 
the Irish-American boy, going 
about God’s business, at all 
times humble. He is beset by 
temptation, undergoes hardships 
and privations, but with unwav- 
ering faith that pulls him 
through the various crises in his 
life. 


One incident, presently perti- 
nent due to the church and state 
hullabaloo being raised in vari- 
ous matters concerning the 
Catholic Church in the U. §S., 
Stephen, having been made a 
bishop, is called upon by New 
York’s Gov. Alfred E. Smith for 
assistance in refuting insinua- 
tions used against him as to his 
qualifications for the Presi- 
dency. 


Bishop Fermoyle gives him 
the answer by quoting Cardinal 
Gibbons: 


“If the Pope were to issue 
commands in purely civil mat- 
ters, he would be offending not 
only against civil society, but 
against God, and violating an 
authority as truly from God as 
his -own. Any Catholic who 
clearly recognized this would 
not be bound to obey the Pope; 
rather, his conscience would 
bind him absolutely to disobey, 
because with Catholics, con- 
science is the supreme law 
which under no circumstances 
can we ever lawfully disobey.” 


“The Cardinal” is the first 
publication in Simon and 
Schuster’s “Dollar Book Pro- 
gram” experiment in  publish- 
ing the same book in both cloth 
and paper-bound editions. The 
format is the same, with the 
paper-bound book selling for $1. 


It is our opinion that “The 
Cardinal” is a book that will be 
enjoyed by both Catholics and 
non-Catholics. Well written, it 
plays upon the emotions as its 
sensitive, true-to-life story un- 
folds. The author provides 
laughter to round out this highly 
readable story of the Catholic 
clergy.

HE highway stretched endlessly ahead, skirt- 
Tine desolate Death Valley. Johnny Lange, 

Hy Heath and Fred’ Glickman, three Holly- 
wood songwriters, were heading home after a 
visit to Las Vegas, Nev. Nobody was talking, 
' “We weren't even thinking,” Lange said later. 
“We were just surviving. The inside of the car 
was like a furnace and the heat haze off the 
desert hurt our eyes.” 

They pulled up for gas at a roadside station, 
one of the few spaced along that lonely road. 
While they waited for the tank to be filled a 
grizzled old prospector, one of that hardy breed 
which even today seeks the ever-elusive gold 
vein, hove into view, heading from west to east 
on the highway. 

He trudged along with stooped shoulders and 
behind him, weighted down with the baggage of 
the prospecting trade, there followed a string of 
pack mules. Their sharp hooves struck the hard 
road in rhythmic cadence, filling the heat-laden 
air with a startlingly loud clippity clop, clippity 
clop. 

The three songwriters watched in silence 
until the prospector and his pack animals were 
no more than specks in the distance. But long 
after the sounds of their passage had gone— 
while the trio sped west again—the clippity clop 
of the mule hooves was still ringing in their ears. 

“I don’t remember which one of us spoke 
first,” Lange related. “I think the idea hit all 
of us at the same time. Songwriters have an 
ear tuned for ideas 24 hours a day anyway—~a 
catchy phrase, a funny incident, an odd occur- 
rence,’a tricky sound. 

“At any rate, we had gone only a few miles 
before all of us were humming ‘clippity clop, 
clippity clop...’ 

“We agreed there was a song idea some- 
where in the old prospector’s trudging little 
mules. We got interested in it and kicked it 
around all the way back to Hollywood. By 
the time we arrived we had worked out the 
melody and lyrics for a song.”’ 

That was how “Mule Train,” the song 
that zoomed to the top in radio and 
juke box popularity last fall, and is 
still a favorite, was born. 

It was, however, to take three 
years for Lange, Heath and Glick- 
man to recognize the value of 
their tune, 

Glickman, who operates his 
own recording company, had

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‘‘Mule Train’”’ recorded by a singer and hillbilly 
instrumental trio. On the playback it didn’t 
sound like much. It was inaudible in spots. 

Another day, another song, thought Glick- 
man, and shoved it aside. That was okay with 
Lange and Heath. They were busy elsewhere 
and couldn’t get excited over a tune they’d used 
to kill a ride home. So ‘Mule Train” was 
shuffled to the bottom of a stack of records in 
Glickman’s shop and began gathering dust. 

Almost three years later—last fall—Glick- 
man asked Lange to drop by and listen to some 
recordings. There was nothing in particular 
Glickman wanted Lange to hear; it was a routine 
review songwriters .often indulge in. 

Glickman ran across the scratched, three- 
year-old recording of “Mule Train.”’ 

“Hey, Johnny,” he asked, ‘‘remember ‘that 
song we worked out that time on the way back 
from Las Vegas ?”’ 

“Yeah,” Lange responded. ‘You still got 
that kicking around? Let’s hear what that thing 
sounds like.” The forgotten record sounded 
fresh and different: ee 

“Clippity cloppin’ over hill and plain, 

“Seems as how they never stop; 

“Clippity clop, clippity clop, 

“Clippity, clippity, clippity, clippity, 

clippity cloppin’ along.’’* . 

“Say maybe that’s better than we thought!” 
enthused Lange. They called in Heath to hear 
it again. All three decided they had a gold 
nugget in their hands. The next morning Lange 


‘ took a recording to Abe Lyman, the orchestra 


leader. He said it was just the number he wanted 
for Vaughn Monroe in a picture, “Singing Guns,” 
being made at Republic Studios. 

‘Mule Train” was a hit overnight. Within a 
few weeks, in addition to Monroe’s there were 
recordings by Bing Crosby, Frankie Laine, and 
Gordon MacRae. Columbia Pictures paid $20,- 
000 to use the title “Mule Train” for a Gene 
Autry film. 

Within a few months nearly 3,000,000 records 
and 250,000 copies of sheet music had been sold. 

“It swept the country so suddenly, like 4 
house on fire, there was no explaining it,” Lange 
recalled. ‘Juke boxes offered as many as five 

recordings by different singers at one time.’ 
One Italian and two Mexican versions were 
turned out. During Christmas week the com- 
posers cashed in on the holiday season by 
fashioning a parody ealled “Yule Train.” 

Though the origin of ‘Mule Train” may 
have been largely accidental, its creators are 
far from novices in the song-writing field. 

Lange and Heath, sometimes with a 
collaborator, have written such favorites as 
“Clancy Lowered the Boom,” “The Little Red 
Fox,” “Deacon Jones,” “Blue Shadows on the 
Trail,” “Pecos Bill” and “Uncle Remus Said. 
Glickman is best known for his “Little Old , 
Band of Gold.” 

It is estimated that the three songwriters 
have already made $75,000 from their chance 
song, with the royalties still coming in... 

It is not known whether the ol 
pector ever found his bonanza but one ’ 
the songsters feel, is certain—his mules car- 
ried gold in their tiny hooves.

attorney, questioning him, spoke no French. 
Then a Spaniard mixed in, and new interpreters 
had to be called to explain his tongue! Half 
the jurors understood one language, the others 
another, and matters ground along very slowly. 

But now Suzette took her governor-husband 
to the parties of the Creoles, and accompanied 
him to those given by the Americans. They 
strolled along the narrow streets of the town, 
and they set an example. See, their presence 
seemed to say, how well a Creole and an Ameri- 
can can get along. 

The marriage went on very well with a son 
whom they named after William Claiborne, and 
a daughter. But less domestic matters were 
causing the governor concern. The War of 1812 
began, and British and Indian threats came 
ever closer. 

To add to these were problems of privateers 
and pirates. The land about New Orleans was 
threaded by labyrinths of bayous and inlets. It 
had always been prime territory for smugglers.

ON TO New Orleans rode the leathery Andrew 
Jackson, to take up the defense, and Clai- 
borne had an important role at his side.- The 
story is told that about this time Suzette Bosque 
Claiborne happened to visit a plantation below 
New Orleans where Lafitte was sometimes a 
guest. To the hostess’ consternation, Lafitte 
himself rode up in the middle of the party. 

The hostess flashed a warning look at La- 
fitte, introduced him by another name, and 
Suzette and Lafitte are supposed to have hit 
it off famously. Later she called him, pirate or 
no pirate, one of the “‘most charming men I have 
ever met!” 

Now, however, the British had almost reached 
the town. Though Claiborne had turned Ameri- 
can forces against the Baratarians, Lafitte came 
forward to offer his men. The British sent emis- 
saries, agreeing to give the privateer great re- 
wards if he would join them. But Lafitte pre- 
ferred the American side. 

There followed a hard choice: Both Clai- 
borne and Jackson were opposed to “the ban- 
ditti,” as Jackson called them. But the New 
Orleans influence made itself felt.- New Orleans 
had always been inclined to accept the Baratari- 
ans as necessary evils. And there are hints that 
the handsome, and also intelligent, Suzette made 
her influence felt. 

Jackson, with Claiborne at his side, made 
the choice, The Baratarians were enlisted. And 
now ensued the Battle -of New Orleans, with 
victory for the American side, a victory in 
which Creoles and Anglo-Saxons took equal 
roles. The battle was held, true, after the peace 


treaty. Was agreed to; but it had a vast role in 


rebuilding a shattered American morale. 

Within a few years Claiborne was chosen 
Senator, as the climax of his long career. in 
Louisiana. He had fitted himself to the city’s 
ways, had fitted the city’s ways _ to the new 
American regime. Where there had been fury, 
he had brought peace; in place of riot he had 
brought adjustment. 

Then, about to leave for the capital, he. fell 
sick and died. All the town mourned him, and 
those who remembered, and knew best, won- 
dered if the story might not have been a little 
different for everybody had Suzette not played 
her part, and if the governor had not gone to 
that girls’ school graduation.

HARLIE HINKLEY was a little boy nobody 
noticed. In fact, his mother wasn’t evén 
aware that he was jealous because his older 

brother was capable of doing things he couldn't. 
Mrs. Hinkley loved her two boys with a 
mother’s great devotion. Both she and her hus- 
band—a successful New York insurance sales- 
man—held the children to high standards. 
Sometimes, psychiatrists now suspect, try- 


ing to live up to those standards made Charlie ° 


feel helpless and insignificant. A _ feeling 
of insignificance, these experts now be- 
lieve, was the cause of young Hinkley’s 
revolt against society. 

He joined the Marines in 1941, 
when he was 17, and soon was in trou- 
ble for going AWOL. His next offense 
was issuing a bogus check. He stood 
court-martial; got 15 days in the brig 
and a $150 fine. 

Later, in the Pacific, Charles 
tangled with a medical officer—and 
after three years of service he was 
discharged because of emotional 
instability. 

Shortly after his release in Cali- 
fornit, Hinkley was wanted on bad 
check charges in San Diego, Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. He 
was arrested and sentenced to San 
Quentin, but later paroled. 

The young man made his way 
across the continent. When he 
arrived in Miami, Fla., early in 1949, 
he was a fugitive from justice in 3 
five other states. In one instance, he “===" 
had defrauded one of his friends with < 
a check for $1,500.

When the young fugitive was arrested on 
the stolen car charge, he was returned to Miami

Charles Hinkley was in a despairing mood 
when he happened to pick up a magazine. He 
thumbed it idly until his attention was drawn 
to a medical article. It was a story about the 
brain operation called pre-frontal lobotomy. It 
told about the experimental use of this operation 
for correction of criminal tendencies. 

Charles Hinkley’s gloom was replaced with 
wild hope. He talked with attorneys. 

“l’’m wanted in many states,” he said, “and 
I face long years in prison. If an operation can 
be arranged, I’m willing to be a guinea pig. I’m 
better off dead than going on this way.” _ 

There were conferences with psychiatrists 
and brain specialists. 

The specialists explained that the operation 
begins with two holes being drilled in the skull, 
one above each temple. Through these holes a 
knife is inserted, and certain tissues that con- 
nect the frontal lobes of the brain with a lower 
brain center are severed. 

Hinkley was told that when he recovered 
from the initial shock of the operation his per- 
sonality would probably be more or less dis- 
turbed. A period of as much as six months 
might be needed for readjustment of his emo- 
tional and habit system. If all went well, the 
patient would be freed of urges to indulge in 
criminal activities.

The 
question of whether or not the new man 
would have to pay for the crimes of Charles 
Hinkley remained unanswered. 

In a somewhat similar case in Pittsburgh, 
nearly three years ago, a 40-year-old burglar 
underwent a lobotomy operation. 

Millard F. Wright of Leechburg, Pa., had 
spent 15 of his 38 years of life in penal institu- 
tions. His stay, after each conviction, always 
was reduced for good behavior. On being dis- 
charged he always promised that he would go 
straight. He always failed to keep that promise. 

Just as Charles Hinkley’s offenses all were 
bogus check writing, with the exception of one, 
Millard Wright’s offenses all were burglary or 
robbery. 

Each seemed to have a patte.n for crime 
that was irresistible. 

“I don’t want to be a criminal,” Wright 
told his lawyer after his last arrest (in 1947). 
“IT want to lead a clean and useful life, but an

urge seems to come over me which I am unable 
to cast off.” 

So far as is known Millard Wright was the 
first person ever to have a pre-frontal lobotomy 
in the hope of curing his urge to crime.

He was sentenced to from two to 10 years in 
Pennsylvania’s Western Penitentiary. 

After serving approximately two years 
Wright was paroled and given a chance to prove 
whether or not he had become a “new man.” 
He recently got a job in Pittsburgh as a chef. 

If Wright was successful in his effort to be 
an honest citizen, his example would furnish 
hope to Charles Hinkley.

HE fragile, ancient lady in the quaint dress 
that had been out of fashion for 50 years 
pirouetted around the dingy hotel room. 

She paused before each of her treasures. Here 
was a signed photograph of the Prince of Wales 
who had. become King Edward VII. She had 
danced with him at a brilliant reception — back, 
back when she was a young belle from New 
Orleans who had taken New York society by 
storm, 

Over there was a snapshot of her late hus; 
band, once a Congressman. Next to it hung 4 
picture of his brother, who had been Mayor of 
New York City. 

The tiny old lady—she scarcely weighed 
70 pounds — touched the faded dance programs, 
the tattered, lacy Valentines, the yellowed Invi 
tations which recalled ante-bellum balls on the 
great Louisiana plantations. 

Then, in sudden panic, the birdlike woman 
felt in the secret pocket of her dress. Yes, they 
were still there—the $10,000 bills, all 50 of 
them, sewed into the hidden folds. She checked 
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the other hiding places in the cluttered room. 
The money was safe, all cunningly secreted in 
the linings of the 20 trunks which lined one wall. 

A woman couldn’t be too careful. Money 
was hard to come by. It was necessary to keep 
it close at hand, to count it often. 

On March 12, 1932, the one-time Civil War 
belle died amid the dusty legacies of the past 
which filled her room in the old Herald Square 
Hotel. Front pages reported the passing at 
93 of Ida E. Wood, widow of Benjamin Wood 
and sister-in-law of the late Mayor Fernando 
Wood. 

Reporters announced that Mrs. Wood’s cash 
hoard exceeded $1,000,000, mostly in old bills. 

Then began the wildest treasure hunt in the 
history of New York’s Surrogate Court. From 
halfway around the world sprang claimants to 
the Wood fortune. More than 1,000 cash-hungry 
men and women came forward with tales of 
tenuous relationships. For a dozen years the 
case rocked through the courts. Eventually 100- 
odd kinfolk shared the estate. 


HE pieced-together history of hotel hermit 
T Ida Wood begins with a beautiful young girl 
named Ida Walsh, daughter of immigrant par- 
ents. The glamourous Ida danced her way from 
New Orleans into fashionable New York society. 
The Walshes envisioned a magnificent marriage 
for their daughter. : | 

Convinced that they had hit on a way to 
make it easier, they promoted themselves from 
Irish to English, changed their name from Walsh 
to Mayfield, manufactured a moneyed, fox-hunt- 
ing past. So thoroughly did they effect the 
switch in identity that they even effaced inscrip- 
tions on old family tombstones, substituting May- 
field for Walsh. He 

Ida captured the most eligible suitor of all 
—_ dashing, wealthy Benjamin Wood. For years 
she lived the life of a socially prominent New 
York matron. Then at the turn of the century 
her world fell apart. Her husband died in 1900, 
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The panic of 1907 swept many of her friends 

Ida Wood developed a terror of 

poverty, withdrew into a frugal, cloistered 
hotel life. For a quarter of a century, un- 

til released by death, she spun out her 
lonely days surrounded by a touching 
combination of sentimental souvenirs 
and negotiable currency. 

Had she wished to step out of her 
self-imposed prison in search of the 
companionship of her own kind, Ida 
Wood could have found plenty of com- 
pany among the nation’s scores of af- 
fluent misers. In hovels and hotel 
rooms, in caves and castles, this strange 

tribe clutches their securities and shuns 

creature comforts. Their passion is to 

' amass and hold. Calmly they face down 
death. But terror greets the well-meant 
suggestion that they withdraw a few 
dollars to buy food or pay a doctor. 

On Christmas Eve in 1936 a Brooklyn 
fruit and fish peddler known as “Old Fish” 

died of pneumonia in a hospital to which he 
was forcibly taken by friends. Before Christ- 
mas his landlady had told the skinny little man: 
“I’m going to call a doctor.” 

“No, no,” he shouted. “I don’t have the $3.” 

“Give me $1 to buy you a chicken,” she 
begged. “I’ll make you a proper broth.” 

“Old Fish” had a counter scheme. “You buy 
the chicken and I'll pay 10 cents for each cup 
of broth.” The landlady declined. 

After his death police searched the eight- 
by-ten attic room in which he had lived for 20 
years. They found, all in all, $63,000 in bank 
deposits and a first mortgage for $20,000. 

Another miser who resisted medical aid was 


William Snodgrass, 73, who refused to pay the 


physicians who treated him in a Los Angeles 
hospital. They shrugged, assumed he was too 
poor. Then a will he had made 20 years pre- 
viously came to light. It provided for Mr. Snod- 
grass’ tidy nest egg of $200,000 to be divided 
among three Pennsylvania hospitals. 

While’ recluses shun people, they are fre- 
quently partial to pets. Death ended 50 years 


of squalor for Mrs. Letitia V. Graham, 93, who 
lived alone in a. four-room shack in Tampa. 
Searchers found in her collapsing lean-to $350,- 
000 in cash and securities and a pet parrot. 

Miss Mary V. Welsh, 80, garbed in rusty 
dresses, hid out in a Brooklyn brownstone. Her 
only companions were her swarms of cats. But 
to science she bequeathed $40,000. 

Some misers carry their anti-spending mania 
even further. They go on relief. Joseph Wein- 
berg, 64, an itinerant junky, was found dead on 
a bed of rags.’ An armful:of bankbooks showed 
$26,098 on deposit under an assortment of 
names. Under his own name Weinberg appeared 
on New York City and Federal relief rolls, 


LJSUALLY when these self-imprisoned recluses 

die there is no will. Long court battles ensue. 
One such case got under way recently in Minne- 
apolis over the $100,000 “junk” estate of 62- 


year-old Henrietta Moreau, who died last July. - 


-Helen and Jean O’Brien, unmarried sisters 
who lived in a rooming ‘house operated by Mrs. 
Moreau, claimed the woman promised them they 
would have the house when she died. 

Thirteen cousins, who had little idea of the 
woman’s estate until they began searching her 
rooming house after her death, immediately con- 
tested the claim. 

A crew of workmen unearthed cash, securi- 
ties, jewels and legal titles to a dozen or more 
pieces of real estate—all- buried with tons of 
rubble in unused storerooms and closets in the 
rooming house. 

The loot included 15 diamond rings carelessly 
wrapped in soiled paper; a valuable cameo brooch 
pinned inside one of four new fur coats, and 50 
pairs of new shoes. 

In Brooklyn, in 1934, Louisa Herle, a 79- 
year-old spinster, died in her squalid two-room, 
kerosene - lighted basement apartment in the 
once-stately residence her father had built in

What Is Behind the Strange and Wasteful Behavior of 
People Who Hoard Their Savings and Live in Poverty? 


1860. Neighbors suspected that the friendless 
old lady was fabulously wealthy. 

They were right. In a large safe deposit 
box, buried under a pile of ashes, police found 
$141,000 in bonds, mortgages and bankbooks. 
Inside a plastered-over hollow in the wall was 
$6,225 in old tobacco tins. Three weeks later 
$4,300 in cash turned up under the kitchen 
linoleum. Bundles of $1 bills were found scat- 
tered around like beans in a child’s treasure 
hunt. Louisa Herle’s entire cache came to a 
handsome $960,158, exclusive of real estate val- 
ued at another $500,000. 

What motivates all the strange behavior of 
hoarders,,.misers and recluses? What is behind 
the insistent hoarding of old string and new 
bills ? ‘ 

It isn’t to be expected that such persons 
would voluntarily seek treatment from psychi- 
atrists. However, sometimes when one of them 
becomes ill or begins to. behave in such a 
peculiar manner as to be alarming, he gets into 
the hands of a physician trained in psychiatry, 
and thus incidentally the diagnosis of his hoard- 
ing habits comes to light. Generally a hermit 
gets medical attention when police remove him 
from his hovel and check him into a psycho- 
pathic ward. 


AAODERS psychiatry, however, has studied the 
collecting behavior of children and adults 


‘and has learned much about its origin and sig- 


nificance. Its general interpretation is that the 
hoarder feels a weakness, a defenselessness of 
his “ego,” his individuality. 

In order to bolster up the weak, timid, 
anxious ego, the hoarder accumulates money 
or even junk. The things he collects, whether 
money or articles, have a symbolic value. They 
are a substitute for power, approval and pres- 
tige, which the person really craves. The irra- 
tional urge to collect might go with neurotic or 
psychotic disorders. 

The neurotic type is unable to solve the 
problems of life satisfactorily, but still under- 
stands reality. 

The psychotic, on the other hand, loses the 


proper understanding of reality, and becomes 
a victim of illusions or hallucinations. 

While most misers carry their grudges 
against society into the wasteland of mental 
instability, an occasional penny-pincher pursues 
his hobby to worthy ends. John Deferrari, 


_ Boston octogenarian and fruit peddler, startled 


the nation two years ago by presenting a $1,000,- 
000 endowment to the Boston Public Library. 

The oldest of eight children, son of an immi- 
grant fruit peddler, John quit school after 
eighth grade to sell fruits. Night after night 
he dropped around the corner from his little 
shop to the Public Library to pore over books 
of economics, finance and the lives of American 
industrialists. 

Cannily he invested his savings. Without 
banker, secretary, bookkeeper, automobile or 


-telephone he became a millionaire. He lived in 


a furnished room, never married, did his own 
cooking, received mail care of General Delivery. 
He kept his precious papers in his jacket pocket 
and fastened the flap with a large safety pin 
to foil pickpockets, 


T 80, childless, John Deferrari began to worry 
about heirs for his $4,000,000. A _ kindly 
bank official helped work out a plan under which 
Deferrari gave $1,000,000 to the Boston Public 
Library which had provided him with the know- 
how to build his fortune. The library wing would 
bear Deferrari’s name and contain his portrait. 
A year after his initial gift, he handed another 
half million to the library. 

Asked the secret of his success, the little 
man ‘who resembled a hurdy-gurdy player more 
than a Back Bay millionaire, replied: “I like to 
dope things out.” 

Surely the rest of the country’s millionaire 
paupers might stop inventorying their assets 
long enough to bone up on the life and times of 
John Deferrari who squeezed his dollars so ruth- 
lessly they carried him from a fruit peddler 
to philanthropist.

The credit manager took her into his office. 

No, he told her, no one thought she was a 
crook. And no one doubted she was as good as 
Sally. They were both nice girls. Both, nor- 
mally, would be good credit risks. Only— 

“There’s one difference between you and 
Sally,”’ he told her. “She lives at home with her 
mother and father. She doesn’t have any obliga- 
tions. Her salary is her own to spend. 

“But the report of the credit bureau shows 
that you live with your widowed mother, You 
have to use part of your salary to keep the home 
voing. Under the circumstances, you can’t really 
afford the coat—-and we wouldn’t be doing you 
a favor if we sold it to you.” 

“I suppose you're right,” the girl agreed. 

It was her first experience with America’s 
vast personal credit rating system —through 
which retail goods worth $30,000,000,000 were 
sold in 1948. The Credit Bureau of Greater New 
York alone has files on 5,000,000 men and 
women—and receives between 3,000 and 4,000 
applications a day for personal credit through 
stores, loan companies, banks and other sources. 

The New York Bureau, in turn, is a member 
of the Associated Credit Bureaus of America, 
whose 1,500 members reach into every city of 
the country. Its member organizations can ex- 
change credit rating information on virtually 
any man or woman who has ever taken out a 
personal loan or bought anything on a: charge 
account or instalment payments,

some place in their files. Ever have a judgment 
against you? It’s a cinch they know about it. 
Ever been slow in paying a bill—or forget to pay 
it at all? They’ve got a record of it. 

But they won't hold it against’ you all your 
life. There was, for instance, the once-prominent 
radio figure who, became an alcoholic. After 
Alcoholics Anonymous got him straightened out, 
he went to his credit bureau. 

“I'd like to talk about my record,” he said. 
“I guess it’s pretty bad.”’ 

It was. It bristled with unpaid bills. 

“That's all over,’ he assured the bureau. “I 
want to get paid up, and set my record’ right.” 

The credit bureau made a new investigation. 
They found he was telling the truth. They 
helped him arrange a plan for paying what he 
owed—-and gradually, as he proved his sincerity, 
new credit was extended to him. 

“The worst thing you can do when you get 
in a jam is to ignore your creditors,” said R. M. 
Severa, executive manager of the Credit' Bureau 
of Greater New York. “If you're in trouble, if 
you have sudden illness, or lose your job, talk to 
your creditors—or go to see your credit bureau. 

“Lay the cards on the table. Tell exactly 
what you can do. Make a token payment if you 
can. You'll find that creditors will be lenient— 
and your credit rating won't be damaged.”’ 

But don’t think that you-can hide anything. 

There was the case of the prominent lady 
who was indignant when a fashionable shop 
hesitated to allow her to buy two expensive fur 
coats on her husband's charge account. But the 
credit manager was only using normal caution. 
He-had been informed that she was suing for 
divorce—and he didn’t want future trouble. 

“We know,” Mr. Severa said, “that sometimes 


women who are thinking about a divorce will 
load up their charge accounts, expecting their 
husbands to be stuck with the bill. In such a 
case, the store wants some assurance that either 
the husband or the wife will guarantee payment 
without protracted delay or litigation.” 

Credit bureau staffs scan newspapers, court 
records and other sources for anything that 
might affect individual credit. Bankruptcies and 
judgments receive particular attention. 

Sometimes, of course, they make mistakes— 
as they did in the case of a young ex-G.I., who 
was refused a laan for a new home because of 
a large judgment standing against him. 

“That wasn’t against me,” he protested. 
“That judgment was in my favor.” ~~ 

Another investigation showed he was right. 
But even judgments against you may not hurt 
too much, If a judgment results from an honest 
business dispute, it won’t matter much. But a 
judgment by a merchant over a personal bill is 
a Dlack mark. 

It’s the same with bankruptcies, A business- 
man may be forced into bankruptcy. But if he 
makes an honest effort to meet his personal 
obligations, his personal credit may not suffer. 

Your credit is largely what you make it. 
And, Mr. Severa said, it’s a good idea to check 
up on it once in a while. It may save trouble 
and embarrassment in the future. _ 

Settle your charge accounts in 30 or 60 days 
—and you'll have an excellent rating. Don’t let 
them go more than four months—or you may 
be denied credit sometime, since stores exchange 
information on unsatisfactory accounts. ° 

And, Mr. Severa suggests—don’t spend more 


than 10 or 15 per cent of your annual income in 
instalment purchases,

T IS a long span—-both 

in time and distance — 
from the land of Phrygia 
near Ancient Greece to the 
town 6f Adrian in modern 
Michigan, but an old leg- 
end came to life the other 
day and linked the two 
together.

HE sinuous trail of a murder investigation 
T —-particularly one involving a woman-— 

may lead to some surprising conclusions. 
When such an investigation touches upon as- 
pects of disinheritance, infidelity, suicide and 
violent jealousy, this is a virtual certainty. 

On the night of Saturday, April 18, 1891, 
the police of New York City, in the persons of 
Detectives Thomas Keefe and Patrick Doyle, 
were confronted with the first alarms in a case 
of this sort. At 9:30 p. m., in the wake of an 
ambulance, the pair arrived at the drugstore 
of Frederick Bruckmann, on the corner of 96th 
Street and Third Avenue, 

The tableau they found there consisted of 
the nervous proprietor; a distraught-appearing 
onlooker wearing a bloodstained overcoat; and 
a white-jacketed intern bending over the form 
of a well-dressed woman who lay on the floor. 

The intern spoke first. “She’s dead,” he 
announced. “This single slash across the throat 
killed her. Looks like a sharp razor was used.” 

The detectives turned to the other two in- 
quiringly. Some 20 minutes before, the drug- 
gist explained, the woman had stumbled into 
the store supported by the: man in the blood- 
stained coat, and without uttering a word had 
collapsed. 

There was nothing he could do for her but 
summon an ambulance. He did not know her 
name, he said, but thought he had seen her a 
few times recently in his store. 

The man in the overcoat HMentified himself 
as Alfred Botts, recently arrived from Balti- 
more, and related how he had become involved 
in the incident. He'd rented a room, he said, 
on West 96th Street, and earlier in the evening, 
after dining with a friend downtown, had set 
out for home. But, unfamiliar with New York, 
he’d wound up on East 96th Street, instead of 
West. 

“IT was walking toward Third Avenue,” he 
went on, “when suddenly a man raced past me, 
with a wild look in his eye. Then, a few steps 
farther on, I found this woman on the side- 
walk, bleeding badly. I spotted the .drugstore, 
and helped her in here.” 
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When Emily Taylor Emphatically Refused to Listen to the 
Pleas, She Didn’t Know She Was Looking Death in the Eye. 


Botts added that his impression of the pre- 
sumed murderer was that he was gaunt, dark, 
of medium height, and perhaps in his mid-30s. 

Detectives Keefe and Doyle turned their at- 
tention for a few moments to the woman’s body, 
which was about to be removed to the city 
morgue, The woman appeared to be about 36, 
and in life, they felt, she could have laid con- 
siderable claim to mature beauty. 

She wore a black bonnet with a dotted veil, 
a dark brown, “Newmarket” coat, and a black 
alpaca dress, the bodice of which was shot with 
stripes of white silk. The fourth finger of her 
left hand was adorned with a simple gold band 
which, after the detectives -had slipped it off, 
they saw bore no inscription. 

One pocket of her coat yielded a small change 
purse, which contained two keys and a dime — 
but nothing that might suggest her identity. 

As the woman’s body was lifted for removal, 
Detective Keefe, attracted by the glint of an 
object which adhered to the lapel of her coat, 
stepped forward. He plucked from the garment 
a tiny fragment of steel, which he recognized 
as being from the broken edge of a straight 
razor. The probability was that a part of the 
weapon which had killed the woman had chipped 
off in the course of the attack, and remained 
stuck to her clothing. 


* * * 


Until midnight the officers searched the 
neighborhood, without success, for some trace 
of the man Botts had described. However, in 
another respect, they were luckier. In a gutter 
at the corner of Park Avenue and 96th Street, 
they found a bloody razor, with a nick out of 
its blade, into which the fragment removed from 
the woman’s coat fitted exactly. 

The instrument itself, while of ordinary 
appearance, had one distinctive feature. Its 
black bone handle was inlaid in silver with the 
numeral “9,” 

The problem of the woman’s identity, of 
course, was a pressing one, and the detectives, 
taking their cue from the druggist’s remark 
that she had seemed familiar to him, the next 
morning began.a house-to-house canvass of the 
96th Street and Third Avenue area. 


Alt noon their search was over, when they talked 

with Mrs. Frances Carthy, who lived on 
Third Avenue. From a description of the mur- 
dered woman’s clothing, Mrs. Carthy recognized 
it as belonging to Mrs. Emily Taylor, a roomer 
in her home. 

After a hasty trip to the morgue, where Mrs. 
Carthy made the identification positive, she 
returned with the detectives to the Third Avenue 
house and answered their questions.

It was apparent from the correspondence 
that Emily’s father had disinherited her when, 
in his opinion, she married beneath her.

A few days before this scheduled 
event, however, Gov. Russell Fowler commuted 
his sentence to life imprisonment. 

On June 6, 1911, his sentence was again com- 
muted to the actual time he had served and he 
was released on parole. He dropped from sight.
